A GAMBLING 


Raided By Officer Thrall Yes- 


terday Afternoon on 


Main Street. 


Uf FULL BLAST 
WHEN SURPRISED. 


An Upper Room In the Unoccupied Sibley 


Property on Main Street the Location. 


Officer Thrall the Surprises Law- 


yer Dowlin to Prosecute. 


A full fledged gambling establishment 


was raided by Officer Thrall yesterday af- 
ternoon and two young men, well known 
in town, were caught, and the names of 
nine others, who managed to escape on 
the entrance of the officer were secured. 


About 3.30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 


a man informed Officer Thrall that a 
number of young fellows were congre- 
gated in a rear room of the Dowlin prop- 
erty, formerly the Sibley property, on 
Main street and that the meeting was by 
110 means the first one. The officer went 
at once to the building and found things 
as the man had described them, nothing 
more or less than a gambling den 
in fine operation in broad day light and on 
Main street. 
The officer located the 


boys in a room up one flight in the old 
house in the rear of the block and cau- 
tiously ascending the outside stairs he was 
into the room in an instant. He was much 
surprised at the scene but the boys were 
more surprised. A large table occupied 
the center of the room, around which a 
number of boys were sitting with cards in 
their hands and money on the table, and 
the game of poker in full swing. Others 
were sitting near by lookingon. The room 
was blue with 
smoke from 
cigars, 


cigarettes 
and pipes and the pic- 


ture which was 
presented 
to the 


officer 
was 
all that 
presents 
it- 


self to the mind on the mere suggestion 
of a gambling den. When the brass but- 
tons so unceremoniously appeared on the 
scene for an instant there was an awful 
silence and then chairs were overturned! 
tables upset and money scattered in fran- 
tic efforts to get out and away from the 
grasp of the law. 
The officer succeeded 


in detaining Walter Walker and Albert 
LaFortnne, the others making good their 
escape through a rear door. Making sure 
of his captives the next thing was to get 
the names of their companions which was 
soon accomplished. They though they 
escaped were not able to conceal their 
identity. The care's and other evidence 
were taken to the police station and the 
boys were allowed to depart only to re- 
port at court this morning. 


The news of the raid spread rapidly and 


doubtless there were many who passed a 
sleepless night, for it is circulated that 
there are many young fellows about town 
who have frequented the den and who 
were fortunately not present at yester- 
day's sitting. 


The two boys were ;;>' court this morn- 


ing and were arraigned for gambling, to 
which .charge they pleaded not guilty. 
They were ready for trial, but P. F. Dow- 
liu, owner ot the building, informed the 
court that he intended to prosecute the 
entire crew for trespass on his property. 
He asked that the cases be put over 
until all who were present there yes- 
terday 
should 
be 
brought 
before 


the court. The officers will endeavor to 
have the culprits on hand Monday morn- 
ing the time set for the trial. The names 
of those implicated in the raid, as read by 
the court this morning are as follows: 
Walter Walker, Albert LaFortnne, Harvie 
Arnold, William Oilman, Peter Hodge, 
John Robinson, Edward Crossey, Edward 
Millott, James Smith, Joseph Couohane 
and Michael Cody. The ages of the boys 
range from fifteen to twenty-two. 


Some of the frequenters of the den are 


working boys while some do not work and 
naturally the latter were not losers.

The Ministers Will Call Attention to En. 


velopes for Contributions. 


The Mission lodging house has now 


been in operation long enough to demon- 
strate its usefulness and practicability 
and its advocates do not hesitate now 
to ask for the funds that will es- 
tablish it on a firm basis. It must be 
understood that the lodging bouse is not 
for the benefit of any person, who expects 
in time to reap a profit by it. Whatever 
property may be accumulated will be in 
the hands of the prominent citizens who 
have seen fit to endorse the plan and 
pledge themselves as security for the 
financial outcome. The house will in n 
very short time be run at a profit. It will 
not be necessary to continually make ap- 
peals to the people for support. But at 
present to put it on the basis that will 
enable it to do work that will pay ex- 
penses an expenditure of over $700 it is 
found will be necessary. A debt of some- 
thing like 5200 has been already entailed 
and funds to meet this indebtedness must 
be forthcoming immediately. It has been 
decided to ask for contributions through 
the churches and Sunday the different 
clergymen, it is expected, will make ref- 
erence to the project and call attention to 
envelopes that will be distributed in the 
pews for contributions. It is hoped that 
there will be a liberal response as the 
work is a philanthropic one of great social 
significance. Just an idea of what the 
possibilities are may be obtained from the 
fact that up until last night ninety-nine 
meals and seventy-five nights lodgings 
have been given since the opening of the 
house. The woodshed went into opera- 
tion Tuesday and some of its product will 
soon be ready for the market. All the 
meals and lodgings that have been given 
have taken shape of capital invested as 
they were mostly given for work done in 
preparing the house and woodshed. The 
money returns consequently have been 
very small. The managers are thankful 
for the many contributions of food, but 
say the contributions of clothing have not 
yet been very heavy.

BENNINGTON'S GOOD F6RTUNE 


A Valuable Deposit of Graphite Discov- 


ered by H. T. Cushman. 


On the east side of Mt. Anthony, be- 


tween one and a half and two miles from 
the center ot the village of Bennington, is 
the scene ot mining operations, a vein of 
graphite being sought for. The mine has 
now been opened to a depth of about six- 
teen feet. The digging and blasting has 
been in limestone and micba schist. Evi- 
dences of a rich find were apparent in the 
early stages of the work, and as the exca- 
vation becomes deeper, the prospects be- 
come still more encouraging. The gra- 
phite is now found in incrustations but 
growing in quantity and improving in 
quality as the work proceeds, and it is 
now hoped that a vein of the free mineral 
may soon be struck. Upon washing, the 
diggings now yield about 30 per cent, of 
graphite. Were it possible to bring water 
to the mine (or washing purposes, this 
percentage would make a profitable yield, 
but no water can be found in suflScient 
quantity in that vicinity, so work is 
simply now, a search for the vein which is 
supposed to be near. In case a vein of 
sufficient purity is found, a profitable 
market for the entire output is assured, 
and if hopes are not blasted, an industry 
of considerable proportions will be added 
to the list that already makes Bennington 
an enterprising and prosperous town. 


Evidences of the presence of graphite 


were found some time since by Harry T. 
Cushman, county clerk, while prospecting 
for the bi-sulphide of iron, iron pyrites, 
deposits of which are to be found in this 
vicinity. He was successful as far as he 
went in his search for this latter material, 
but for several reasons abandoned further 
work in this direction to follow up the 
evidences he had found of a richer min- 
eral, graphite. 
Finally he found proof 


to warrant him in purchasing several 
hundred acres of land where the mine is 
situated and operations were then com- 
menced, all of which have been under 
the personal supervision of Mr. Cushman. 


Hetsllsan interesting story of the cir- 


cumstances that lead to the location of 
the graphits. In his search along the 
mountain side he noticed a chipmunk 
hole. Turning over the dirt that the ani- 
mals had thrown out, Mr. Cushman de- 
tected some glistening particles that, 
upon a test, proved to be graphite. And 
so the presence of a deposit was discov- 
ered and the mine opened. 


Mt. Anthony is a peak of the Taconic 


range which is rich in mineral deposits. 
In North Adams and Williamstown, gra- 
phite mines have been worked in this 
range. One of the mines, at least, that 
at Williamstown, proved that there was 
simpjy 8 small pocket of the mineral and 
was soon abandoned. Whether this de- 
posit here will prove to be a. large and 
valuable vein or simply a pocket, time 
and search alone will tell, but Mr. Cush- 
man, from his own researches, and the 
assurances of mineralogists, is confident 
that a valuable vein is to be found. 


Upon view of the shaft by a gentleman 


of many years' experience in this sort 
work, the pit is pronounced to be min- 
ing at present a higher quality of the ore 
than any of the strata previously enter- 
ed. 


Graphite is used for making so called 


lead pencils, stove polish, for polishing 
iron work, lubricating machinery, mak- 
ing crucibles, in the process of electrotyp- 
ing and for various other purposes. 


There are but three graphite mines in 


this country that are profitably worked— 
in North Carolina, Maine and near Ticon- 
deroga, N. Y. Owing to the many uses to 
which the mineral is put, the output is 
not nearly large enough to supply the de- 
mand.—Bennington Banner.

AGAINST WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


In the victory and defeat of political 


candidates, little time h:is been given 
sinc« Tuesday's elections to aught else 
than rejoicing or wailing. All else has 
been largely lost sight of in the glow of 
Republican victory or in the gloom of 
Democratic dcfe.'.t. 


But herein Massachusetts one very im- 


portant and much agitated question of 
pub'.ic policy got a decision from the peo- 
ple, which is of great inip< rtance. 
It is 


the woman's suffrage question, and the 
decision against its adoption rendered by 
the voters of this stato Tuesday in or great 
consequence to the woman suffrage advo- 
cates tbronghout the whole country, be- 
cause it is the decision of the most en- 
lighlcnci! and aclvpnced state in the 
Union. It is the ve.-J'ct of the most com- 
petent political jury ;a the United States. 


The vote by elope app -csiiuation re- 


sulted as follows: 
Yes,--women 16,487, 


men 01,233; total 107,870. Ko—v:o:aen 739, 
men 184,071; total I&I.SIO. The plurality 
of worsen for "yes," 15,7SS; the plurality 
of men for "no" P2,6&j; the majority 
against woman's suffrage in a vote of 
about 282,001), inclining 17,000 women's 
votes, is then about 77,000. 


The result is a decisive verdict against 


woman's suffrage. The vote exceeds any 
ever cast upon any constitutional amend- 
ment submitted to the people of this 
state. In the light of this result, it must 
be said that the advocates of woman suf- 
frage in Massachusetts have very much 
overestimated their own numbers as did 
the lower house of the legislature last 
year when it voted by a clear majority for 
a woman suffrage act. 
The people 


of this state are not yet ready to seethe 
gentle sex forced iato political duties. 
Men and women alike in the vote just had, 
have shonnthat men are yet believed 
capable of taking care of political matters 
without woman's help and without doing 
woman injustice. 


It is likely that it will be some time be- 


fore the woman suffrage question will 
again seriously force itsel I upon the pub- 
lic attention of the voters of Massachu- 
setts. 


WHAT THE ELECTION MEANS. 


Although the exact height of the Re- 


pnblican wave which again swept over the 
country Tuesday has not yet been taken, 
and will not be till the official count has 
been completed, yet enough is known to 
conjecture what the people had in mind 
when they voted in a dozen states on Tues- 
day. 


The election means that the country 


today is Republican at heart. 


It means that the complete disgust en- 


gendered by the Gornaan-Brice-Wilson 
congress still exists. 


It means a general distrust of Demo- 


cratic policy and measure. 


It means that the people attribute the 


partial return to good times to Republi- 
can successes at the polls rather than to 
Democratic legislation. 


It means that the people would sooner 


trust the Republican than the Democratic 
party with the country's finances. 


It means the condemnation of Mr.Cleve- 


land's foreign policy. 


It means the breaking up and staying 


broken of the solid South. 


It means a Republican president, and a 


transfer of the whole concerns of govern- 
ment, state and national, to the Republi- 
can party as soon as the voters can ac- 
complish it.

How many people of this vicinity know 


what to expect of the new normal school 
and its students ?

The weather 
prevented an excursion of investigators 
to the "Atwater quarry" Saturday after- 
noon.—The young men have formed a 
committee for the purpose of organizing 
a debating society, which will meet bi- 
monthly and discuss various questions 
pertaining to school management, school 
laws, etc., besides other live topics on 
which it is valuable lor a teacher to be 
Informed.

indeed a pleasant incident in closing the 
lively sheriff campaign. It is indicative 
of the inborn courtesy and manliness of 
Mr. Crosby, and it does him credit as a 
public man. The fact of Mr. Crosby's 
writing this letter reminds us of Garfield's 
remark about a generous act of General 
Hancock's in the presidential campaign 
of 1880. Garfleld said in speaking of Han- 
cock's action that some of the fairest 
flowers in life hung over the political 
fences that separated parties and candi- 
date* from each other. Mr. Crosby has 
proved the truthfulness of the remark.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—An analysis o( 


the result of Tuesday's elections, some- 
what superficial necessarily, shows that 
the chances ot certain ambitious gentle- 
men who expected to figure In the na- 
tional conventions this summer have been 
snuffed out by the felling of the ballots, 
while the chances of others havo meas- 
urably increased. 


In New York the big Republican ma- 


jority brings Governor Morton very con- 
spicuously to the front as a Republican 
presidential quality. The carrying of the 
state by 8Q,Oju for the Republican ticket 
makes Mr. Platt, the all-irnporiint person- 
age in tho ranks of the parTy, but evon 
Mr. Platt is not big enough to ignore tho 
Morton sentiment. 


How far will this affect Mr. Rced'n 


prospects? The impression has been gain- 
ing ground here that Platt and Quay had 
a good understanding as to what they 
wore going to do with tho delegates from 
their respective states, and that Mr. Reed 
was the man on whom they had centered. 
Now, all these schemes may havo to be re- 
vised, and the nomination of Reed may 
not be so easy. 


Of course tho all-important question 


comes in at this time as to how iiiucn Re- 
publican success really stands for, and 
will the states which wont Republican re- 
peat the performance a year hence? 


Tho answer is purely a speculative one, 


and yet certain safe deductions may bn 
drawn. No one need fear that either Ken- 
tucky or Maryland will stay in the Repub- 
lican column. 


Understanding the facts and appreciat- 


ing them at their true value, there arc 
Democrats in Washington who arc not, 
discouraged because the two border states 
worn captured by the Republicans. In 
the one, in Maryland, a political boss w.ii 
rebuked. In the other, in Kentucky, the 
defeat of the head of the ticket was a neg- 
ative endorsement of the financial policy 
ot tlie administration. 


But New York is not so encouraging. 


The Democrats were united and the per- 
sonal liberty excise plank was considered 
n great card. That really was about tho 
only issue before the people, and yet tho 
Republicans were ablo to carry the state 
by a large majority, while the Tammany 
majority in New York city was too modcsi 
to crow about. 


A ISoom For IMcKinlcy. 


Ohio's 100,000 majority gives tho Mo- 


Kiuley boom a tremendous impetus, and 
eliminated ex-Governor Campbell as a 
factor in the presidential equation. Tho 
tariff was distinctly an issue before tho 
voters of Ohio. McKinley's friends may 
wel.1 claim that he has been endorsed. lil 
Campbell had carried tho state, or evon 
cut down tho Republican majority, ho 
would have been a strong presidential 
candidate; as it is, he has paid the penalty 
of fniluro. 


Tuesday's action has done one thing if 


nntliiug else. It, closed the political careers 
of Senators Hill and Bricc, and it may 
have sounded tho knell for Senator Gor- 
man. 


In Now York the incoming legislature 


will bo Republican, and when Cleve- 
land retires from tho White House on 
March 4, 1*67, Hill will vacate his sent to 
be succeeded liy a Republican. 


The samo thing happens with Brice. 


His successor will be a Republican, and 
tho two men who have wielded so much 
influence in tho Democratic party during 
the lust few years will be out of oiHco. 


Gorman has one more chance for his 


The legislature elected will retire 
his Dcmncratiu colleague, .Gibson, aud re- 
place him by a Republican, but another 
legislature must bo elected before Gor- 
man's successor is elected.

Upon Armenians. 


, Nov. 8.—A Vicuna dispatch to 


Tho Dmly News from Its correspondent 
there says that ho hciirs that unless there 
is au iiineUorntiou in the condition of af- 
fairs Russia will occupy Armenia, simul- 
tnuGtmsly with the holding of the Euro- 
pe in conference. 


A cipher letter, received from Erzin- 


gpn, headquarters of the notorious Zekki 
Pasha, comnviuder of the troops at the 
time of the Sassoun massacres, states that 
2000 Armenians have been killed during 
the Inle disturbances. 


The now ministry was officially ixn- 


nonncod yebtordiiy afternoon as follows:

The ministers, 
he said, were working hard to c'irry out 
the scheme of reforms, and counted upon 
England's generosity not to increase the 
difficulties by encouraging the revolution- 
ary Armenians, who, instead of beiiv^ 
grateful for the concessions that ha\cj 
been made, were in open revolt through- 
out Asia. 


Driven to Dexneratlon. 


Tho Daily News' Constantinople corre- 


spondent admits that tlift Moslem attiuS, = 
have aroused such a spirit of opposition 
and despair among the Armenians th.it 
instead ot allowing themselves to ho 
killed quietly, as at Trebizond and 
Akhissar, the Armenians themselves com- 
menced tho attack at Zytoun, Erzroom 
and elsewhere, besides making ill-advised 
nud mischievous demonstrations in Con- 
stantinople 


It will take years, this correspondent 


continues, to revive confidence and trade 
and commerce lost through the present 
condition of anarchy, due tq the deplora- 
ble weakness and inaction of the govern- 
ment. 


As an instance of this, the correspond- 


ent cites tho fact that A. W. Terrell, 
United States minister, has been trying 
for two months to obtain permission for 
United States Consul Poohe, at Aleppo, to 
see an American citizen of Armenian 
origin who has been sent to prison there 
for life. 


It is pointed out that Minister Terrell 


has secured orders from the two grand 
viziers to the local authorities at Aleppo 
to grant this permission, which had either 
been rescinded before the consul had an 
opportunity to act upon it, or has been, 
disobeyed by the local governor, the de- 
Bired result being evaded rather than re- 
fused. 


This is the more remarkable, The Daily 


News' correspondent observes, because 
Mr. Terrell has considerable personal in- 
fluence at the porte. Yet, now, after de- 
manding the dismissal of the vail at 
Aleppo, or that tho porte itself should as- 
sume responsibility for refusal, he has 
only succeeded in getting an order for the 
prisoner to be brought here. 


Kiamll Pasha, the retiring grand vizier, 


has been appointed vali of Aleppo, to suc- 
ceed the official who has held that place 
during Mr. Terrell's efforts to secure an 
interview with the prisoner. 


The only hopeful sign in the outlook, 


according to the opinion of The Daily 
News' correspondent, is the report that 
the troops at Erzroom, under Shakir 
Pasha, high commissioner to enforce the 
Armenian reforms, have attacked a Mos- 
lem mob, which had farmed with a pur- 
pose of doing mischief to the Armenians. 
If this is confirmed, the correspondent 
thinks, it will show that Turkey desires 
that the massacres shall cease. 


Another Bluff? 


Tho following telegram from the sub- 


lime porte, undor Nov. (5 date, has been 
sent to Washington: 


AU news concerning plots, threatening 


letters and supposed dissatisfaction in tho 
ranks of the army and navy in intention- 
ally propagated by well-known newspaper 
correspondents affiliated with the Ar- 
menian 
committee 
to alarm public 


opinion. 
As for the oft-repeated asser- 


tion of fie intended extermination of tho 
Armenians, it is too absurd to be contra- 
dieted. The efforts of the imperial gov- 
ernment tend, on tho contrary, to quell 
the revolt of the Armenians and to resist 
their criminal and bloody agitation. 


The Armenian agitation at Diarbakir 


was on tho point ,of subsiding when the 
Armenians beipra again their attacks upon 
the Mussulmans by throwing bombs at 
them, and by firing at the Muezzins at the 
very time when the latter were calling the 
faithful to prayers. During the affray, 60 
Mussulmans and 90 Armenians were killed 
and wounded. 


Armenian rioters attacked the patrols 


at Sivrik, killing a fow Mussulmans, and 
setting flro to the bazaar. Two hundred 
Armenian revolutionists, having at their 
Aead Kevrok, ohlef of the parish of Ferus 
(Marsh), attacked the village of Tohouk- 
our Hissar, and killed 12 Mussulmans. 
Some of the agitators were arrested, in- 
cluding part of the Armenian brigands 
who captured Hadji Hassan Oglou Husni.
